New anti-aircraft guns are 


hurtling through dizzy altitudes at/ being perfected which will make the 


terrific speeds, the passengers breath- 
ing oxygen supplied from_ special 
tanks, will soon make Paris less than 
10 hours from New York, M. Paul 
Painleve, former premier of France, 
told the United Pres. 

“Perhaps I shall live to see the 
day,’ said the 67-year-old former 
premier, ‘when these specially con- 
structed ‘planes will roar through 
the thin air at altitudes above 32,000 
feet at speeds surpassing 300 and 
400 miles an hour. 

“When the technical problems for 
the construction of these high-alti- 
tude, speed airboats are _ solved, 
then will trans-Atlantic air service 
become a reality. Lindbergh’s solo 
flight stimulated the solution of 
these difficulties and perhaps before 
I die, aeroplanes speeding at 300 
and 400 miles an hour high above 
both clouds, rain and tricky air 
currents will link Paris with North 
America.” 

Seated at his desk, littered with 
mathematical treatises and scientific 
manuscripts, M. Painleve waved his 
hands at the bookcases which covered

the walls from floor to ceiling of his | 


study. 
“In 1902 when I was well along 


in my study of those books and was | 


beginning to do alittle mathematical 
thinking myself, I convinced myself 
that heavier-than-air flight was pos- 
sible. Six years later Orville and 
Wilbur Wright came to France with 
their crazy air-machine, I kneew it 
would fly, and it did. My six-year-old 
dream had come true and since then 
I have never lost my faith in avia- 
tion. 

“Three years ago Lindbergh landed 
at LeBourget. His flight was just as 
important as the first trial I made 
with Wilbur Wright in 1908. The one 
proved the ‘plane was feasible, the 
other demonstrated it was the world's 
best means of rapid transportation. 
Lindbergh set the best aviation ex- 
perts of the world studying means of 
perfecting aeroplane motors and 
equipment. The Wright Brothers, 
Bleriot and Lindbergh are a trio of 
names upon which aviation history 
stands.” 


The famous mathematician-poli- 
tician declared there are only two 
certain methods of conquering the 
Atlantic by air. The first is by 
developing machines to fly in ex- 
treme altitudes, thus lessening re- 
sistance, increasing speed, and de-

Annual Agricultural Statistics 
Every Farmer Asked To Fill In and 
Return Schedule 
It is the custom of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics to co-operate 


with the nine provinces in taking a ! 


Dominion-wide census of important 


agricultural facts in June of each 
| year. 
The census takes the form of a 


simple cardboard schedule, distribut- 
ed to individual farmers through the 
medium of the rural school teachers 


/and pupils in seven provinces, and in 


Ontario and British Columbia through 
the rural postal offices. The essential 
object is to reach every farmer and 
to encourage as many as possible to 
fill in and return the schedule. 

The two main phases of farm pro- 
duction-—the areas of field crops and 
the ‘numbers of live stock—are cov- 


ered by the form. The areas of field | 


crops determined from the schedules 
are combined later in the season with 
the estimated average yields per acre 
to determine the total yield for the 
country. In the case of wheat, partic- 
ularly, the importance of having cor- 
rect estimates of acreage is thus 
made apparent. Although there are 
many estimates of anticipated pro- 
duction, most of these are based on 
the one official acreage estimate, 
which has been issued annually since 
1917, by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. 

It is unnecessary to emphasize the 
value of a wide sample to the attain- 
ment of accurate statistics, and it is 
our hope to obtain a completed sche- 


| dule from the great majority of Cana- 


dian farmers. The more numerous the 
returns received, the more reliable 


| will be the estimates compiled from 


them. Much of Canadian economic 
enterprise depends to some degree on 
correct estimates of agricultural pro- 


duction in the making of their plans. | 


If any farmer does not receive the 
cardboard schedule by the middle of 
June, he should apply to the school 
teacher of the nearest rural school, to 
his provincial Department of Agri- 
culture, or to the Dominion Statis- 
tician, at Ottawa. Letters addressed

| A complete trans-continental high- 

way in Canada may be a somewhat 
remote goal, but it is worthy of 
observation that it is now engaging 
the attention of Members of Parlia- 
ment from one end of the country 
‘to the other. In the recent debate 
on the subject such parliamentary 
leaders as Hon. Dr. Manion, Hon. 
Charles Stewart, Hon. Hugh Guth- 
rie, Hon. Charles Dunning, the 
Prime Minister, Hon. R. B. Bennett, 
Mr. Woodsworth and others indicat- 
,ed an increasing concern for the 
scheme. In connection with the 
matter, Dr. Manion supplied the in- 
teresting information that there re- 
mains only some 330 miles of high- 
way yet to be constructed, and he 
advanced the argument that as this 
| Was through unproductive provincial 
{territory, it might well be expected 
that the Dominion would contribute 
| towards the construction of it. One 
of the strongest arguments in favor 
of the project advanced in the 
; House of Commons was that there 
is no national highway commun- 
cation above the head of the Great 
Lakes and that transportation by 
motor must be through a foreign 
country. A year ago Mr. King esti- 
mated the cost of a national trans- 
continental highway at 200 million 
dollars. but Dr. Manion suggests 
that the link above the Lakes might 
be completed for 5 or 6 millions. His 
suggestion that the Dominion might 
very well co-operate with Ontario 
regarding the cost seems not un- 
| reasnoable. Dr. Manion put the mat- 
ter in this way: “There is this to 
remember regarding the building of 
national and provincial highways, 
that the provinces are in perhaps a 
rather difficult position to under- 
take alone the building of a nation- 
al highway. Take, for instance, 
across the northern section of On- 
tario extending from Sudbury to the 
Manitoba boundary, an area nearly 
as large as Germany and France put 
| together, with a population of only 
200,000. This sparse population re- 
quires branch roads and a large 
amount of money is being expended 
in the construction of branch colon- 
ization and settlers roads. Therefore 
the provincial government should 
not be expected to build the whole 
of this national highway across that 
section of Northern Ontario. That, 
after all, is the only section remain- 
ing to link up these different roads 
which could be, for the time being 
at least, turned into a trans-Canada 
or a Canadian national highway. 
Therefore, because of the demands of 
the province, it is particularly neces- 
sary, if the road is to be built, that 
the Dominion Government should 
take part in the work. The Dominion 
Government should also take part in 
this road-building from the national 
aspect of linking up the east and the 
west.”

The report states; “The sales of com- 
mercial cattle during the past five 
years showed every evidence of hav- 
ing reached a low point in the pro- 
duction field. During the past two 
years our combined sales to yards, 
plants and on direct export have de- 
clined below the million mark.

It also reports 
growing activity in the prairie prov- 
inces in livestock production generally, 
and throughout the Dominion in sheep 
and lamb production.

ASYLUMS TO CLAIM 
ONE OF EVERY 25 
PEOPLE IN CANADA 


“One out of every 25 people in 
Canada will enter mental hospitals 
and more Canadians will .become 
patients than will graduate from the 
universities of the Dominion,” was 
the estimate used in a statement on 
mental hygiene by Dr. Clarence M. 
Hincks, director of the Canadian na- 
tional hygiene committee at the first 
international congress on mental hy- 
giene in Washington. He stated that 
the situation in Canada was by no 


means peculiar to this country—for 
example, in New York state one out 


of every 22 people become inmates of 
institutions, 

Dr, Hincks’ paper had reference 
to the education of the public with 
respect to the importance of mental 
hygiene, This had been done in the 
Dominion, he said, by reiteration of 
a few significant facts and as “men- 
tal disorders have made insiduous in- 
roads into practically every family 
connection in Canada. ‘There are 
more occupied beds in Canadian men- 
tal hospitals than in all general hos- 
pitals; mental and nervous disorders 


are responsible for a greater lack of 
national efficiency than are physical 
disabilities,” 
that every case of mental disorders 
prevented saved the Dominion $7,000. 

Mental hygiene authorities in Can- 
ada are trying to do away with pop- 
ular misconceptions in the public 
mind. Some of these are that mental 
diseases are always due to bad hered- 
ity; that all insane persons are dan- 
gferous and that insanity is incur- 
able, 


The most significant single study in 
mental hygiene is being carried on in 
Canada, stated Edwin R. 
president of the Julius Rosenwald 
Fund of Chicago, at the concluding 
session.

THE B.N.A. 


Giving a Sketch of the History of the 
Canadian Constitution 


ACT 


“Can you tell me briefly something 
of the British North America Act?” 
writes a correspondent. It is a per- 
tinent question, as daily we see it 
quoted, 

The original Dominion of Canada, 
formed July 1, 1867, by the British 
North America Act, was composed of 
four provinces, Ontario, Quebee, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick. Manitoba 
became the fifth province in 1870; in 
1871 British Columbia the 
sixth; in 1878, Prince Edward Island 
became the seventh; in 1905 Alberta 
and Saskatchewan becaine the eighth 
and ninth provinces; Yukon became a 
territory in 1898 and all the rest of 
Canada is “The North-West Terri- 
tories.” The British North America 
Act may be termed the “written con- 
stitution” of Canada, although in Can- 
ada there is much that is unwritten 
‘in that constitution which has been 
defined as “the totality of the prin- 
ciples more or less vaguely and gen- 
erally stated upon which we think the 
people should be governed.”

There is no provision in the B.N.A, 
Act for amendments thereto, the rea- 
son being that when the provinces of 
Lower and Upper Canada were united 
in 1841 into the province of Canada, 
the old Lower Province was largely 
populated by French-Canadians almost 
all of whom were Roman Catholies 
and much attached to their old laws 
and customs; the remainder ,of the 
people of the new dominion were 
largely English-speaking and Protes- 
tant, in general attached to English 
law and customs. While the French- 
Canadians willing to enter into 
a contract with their English-speaking 
brethren, they were not willing to en- 
ter into a contract which could be 
varied by the more English without 
their consent,

Still there is no difficulty in having 
an amendment made when desired. 
It is brought about in this fashion: 
An address to the sovereign is passed 
by both houses of parliament at Ot- 
tawa asking for the amendment 
specified. The desired amendment to 
the B.N.A, Act is passed by the im- 
perial parliament as and 
without debate,

Relic Of Colonial Days 


Victoria Will Preserve Iron House 
Erected Seventy Years Ago 

When sappers of the Royal Engin- 
errs came to British Columbia in 
1858, to build roads in the new Bri- 
tish colony, they built their houses | 
of iron. The engineers either were not | 
conversant with the durability of the 
country’s lumber or else they desired 
additional protection from Indian 
raiders. 

The old iron houses were forgotten 
years ago, and it was thought that 
the last of them had been removed | 
until workmen engaged in clearing 
away old buildings to make room for 
additions to the government buildings 
at Victoria, discovered the iron struc- 
ture which had served as a dwelling 
70 years ago. Sills under the build- 
ing were found to be in good condi- 
tion, They were of timber brought 
out from England. 

Provincial government authori- 
ties upon learning the history of the | 
iron house, ordered it placed upon | 
@ new foundation and to be  pre- 
served as a relic of old colonial days.
